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Forest Preserve Asked for Woods; 


Council Approves Police Retirement

During the Petitions and 
Requests segment of the 
agenda at the regular Green- 
belt City Council meeting on 
July 16, Rodney Roberts pre¬ 
sented additional names for 
an earlier petition asking 
council to set aside Parcel 1, 
Parcel 2 and the 72-acre 
tract as a “forest and wild¬ 
life preserve.” Roberts said 
he hoped that council would 
pass an ordinance to pre¬ 
serve the property in its na¬ 
tural state. 

Referring: to possible plans for 
a ballpark or an apartment 
building on the site, Roberts 
urged “an environmental ease¬ 
ment to protect the land from 
future councils.” The remark 
brought an ovation and some 
laughs from a standing-room- 
only crowd, many crammed into 
the council chamber on a related 
issue—to save trees by petition¬ 
ing for a two-story rather than 
one-story school on the North 
End School site. (See July 19 
issue of the News Review.) 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White suggested that they add 
to the petition a request to hold 
a public hearing on the issue. 
When he asked for a show of 
bands from the crowd about how 
many were interested in Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, about 25 hands went 
up. 

Council member Antoinette 
(“Toni”) Bram commended the 
petitioners for their efforts, add¬ 
ling that she felt some portions 
of the adjacent Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center tract 
should also be added. She urged 
the group “to work harder.” 

Since the Parcel 1 tract was 
officially acquired only on June 
13, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained, many legal fine points 
have not yet been worked out. 
Until the city hears from the 
National Park Service, no per¬ 
manent action can be taken con¬ 
cerning the tract. 

Truck Routes 

Windsor Green Homeowners 
Association President Sheldon 
Goldberg said that his neighbors 
objected to having a street run¬ 
ning through their comlmunity 
designated as an alternate truck 
route. In particular, they were 
not happy, he said, about having 
no prior notice. He was referring 
to a memo from City Manager 
James K. Giese setting aside 
Matthew St. as a “No Through 
Truck Route.” Since Matthew 
will eventually hook up with two 
other streets as future develop¬ 
ment occurs in Greenbelt East, 
Giese was concerned that it could 
become a link for truck traffic. 

According to state regulations, 
when a street is barred to trucks, 
another street must then be made 
available. Giese had suggested 
Ora Glen Drive as the alternate 
route. Goldberg was assured that 
no action would be taken without 
notifying the homeowners. White 


said that Greenbelt Rd.-Hanover 
Parkway would be a better 
choice, but Assistant City Man¬ 
ager Michael McLaughlin pointed 
out that because Greenbelt Rd. 
is a state highway, the city may 
not have authority to designate 
how it should be used. (The city 
manager, who was on vacation, 
was not present to clarify the 
issue.) 

Police Retirement 

Because of a July 20 deadline 
from the Maryland Municipal 
Corporation Law Enforcement 
Officers' pension system (MC¬ 
LEO), council suspended the 
rules and introduced for second 
reading and final passage a 
resolution to approve participa¬ 
tion by Greenbelt Police offi¬ 
cers in the MCLEO pension sys¬ 
tem. This resolution would be 
retroactive to July 1. 

For some time the city had 
sought state legislation to per¬ 
mit 25-year retirement for mu¬ 
nicipal police officers. (Previous¬ 
ly they have had to serve 30 
years before retiring.) In 1989 
the state legislature made such 
a change but stipulated that at 
least 60 per cent of the officers 
in a municipality must seek par¬ 
ticipation in the system. Recent¬ 
ly a petition of more than 60 
per cent of the city's police per¬ 
sonnel was received by the city 
manager's office indicating their 
support of the MCLEO system. 

As White pointed out, this 
resolution would affect the city's 
contribution to the deferred 
compensation plan previously in 
effect. To reinstate it, the city 
council must pass a new ordi¬ 
nance. In the meantime, officers 
can continue to pay into the 
system individually and council 
can make the new city contri¬ 
bution plan retroactive. The issue 


was expected to be added to the 
agenda for the next city council 
meeting but the shift to the 
MCLEO system was unanimously 
approved. 

Prudential Parking 

Representatives of the Pruden¬ 
tial Company appeared before 
council with a revised plan for 
parking for Golden Triangle 
Building III, for which construc¬ 
tion will orobably get under way 
before the end of the year. At 
a May 29 meeting, council had 
objected to the large amount of 
space given over to parking and 
requested that the develoner el¬ 
iminate 20 spaces along the east¬ 
ern edge of the landscape area. 

Objecting to this reduction as 
a “marketing matter,” since the 
prospective tenant requires a 
larger parking ratio, the devel¬ 
oper returned with a new design 
eliminating only the seven spaces 
at the southern end of the sec¬ 
tion and thus increasing green 
space at the most visible and 
usable portion of the landscape 
area. As part of the plan, there 
would be a small pond, which 
council was concerned could at¬ 
tract mosquitos. The spokesman 
for the develoner was not sure 
whether council's suggestion to 
stock the pond with fish would 
be feasible but they agreed to

Bram, serving her fourth term 
on the cRy council, seeks a seat 
in the Maryland House of Dele¬ 
gates from the legislative 

District. Both are Democrats. 

William Johnson of Cherry- 
wood Lane is a candidate for the 
Republican Party State Central 
Committee. 

In the non-partisan Board of 
Education contest in the 2nd Dis¬ 
trict, Greenibelter Suzanne M. 
Plogman has no competition. 

Although the deadline has 
passed for Maryland voters to 
change their party affiliation, it 
is not too late for the unregis¬ 
tered to add their names to the 
election rolls. Anyone, for ex¬ 
ample, who has not voted in a 


general election in a five-year 
calendar period must register. 
Changes of address must also be 
reported. Registration forms may 
be obtained by calling the Coun¬ 
ty Election Board hot line at 
627-2814 or 952-3270 The hear¬ 
ing impaired can call TDD 627- 
3352 Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. The 
deadline for voter registration 
before the Primary Election is 
9 p.m. Monday, August 13. 

A special registration will be 
held at all Giant Food storp* on 
July 28, August 4 and 11 from 
9 to 5 p.m. Registration forms 
are also available at all libraries, 
municipal buildings and at Motor 
Vehicle Admanistrtion offices. 

In Prince Georges County 
there are currently about 183,- 
791 registered Democrats com¬ 
pared to 58,590 Republicans. The 
fourth Couneilmanic district has 
approximately 21,475 Democrats, 
with Republicans totaling 12,731. 
In the 23rd Legislative District 
there are 26,625 registered Demo¬ 
crats and 14,487 Republicans. 


Metro Loop Size Not Yet Set

Construction is moving ahead on the Metrorail Green 
Line in Prince George’s County, including the Greenbelt 
Station. However, still left unsettled is the size of the turn¬ 
around loop on the Metro Service and Inspection Yards. 


The approved site for the 
yards is the 70-acre Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC) land located north of 
the Capital Beltway and east of 
the CSXT tracks. The Greenbelt 
Metro Station is situated on the 
south side of the Capital Belt- 
way between the CSXT tracks 
and Cherrywood Lane. 

Although the Corps of Engi¬ 
neers, Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), and U.S. Fish 

County Adds $30,000 
For City Recreation 

In response to a request made 
to the Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion by the City of Greenbelt for 
additional funding for recrea¬ 
tional programming, $30,000 has 
been added to the budget for use 
by the Greenbelt Recreation De¬ 
partment, 

Of the additional funding, $12,- 
000 will go towards arts pro¬ 
grams. This includes salaries for 
the instructors of the new Krea- 
tive Kids Camp program. This 
program consists of instruction 
in creative writing, dance and 
music, drama, and literary 
arts. A portion of this funding 
will also go towards payment 
of performing groups throughout 
the year for programs „such as 
the Summer Sounds Series. 

Another $12,000 of the funds 
will go to the Greenbelt Recrea¬ 
tion Center's therapeutic recre¬ 
ation programs. This includes 
funding for a part-time outreach 
program aide. Through the out¬ 
reach program, handicapped in¬ 
dividuals and their needs are 
identified throughout the com¬ 
munity. This information is then 
used to create new recreational 
programs for the handicapped. 
Because of this program, the 
Greenbelt Recreation Department 
was able to mainstream several 
handicapped children into Camp 
Pine Tree this summer. 

The remaining $6,000 will be 
used for part-time staff for the 
recreation department's other 
summer programs. 


and Wildlife Service (F&W) 
have agreed that the BARC site 
is the only practicable location 
for the Metro Yards, the Corps 
has not yet granted the Wash¬ 
ington Metropolitan Area Tran¬ 
sit Authority's (WMATA) re¬ 
quest for a permit, filed in mid- 
1988, to fill in wetlands. The 
Corps has primary responsibility 
for wetland preservation and 
prohibits filling of wetlands un¬ 
less there are no “practicable” 
alternatives. 

At issue is the size of the 
Metro turn-around loop on the 
yards. In February, Bill Shultz 
of F&W told the News Review 
that the Corps, EPA and F&W 
agree that the planned 400-foot 
radius is unacceptable since it 
would impact 16.7 acres of wet¬ 
lands. Reducing the radius to 
350 feet or 300 feet would lessen 
the impact to 10.2 or 6.9 acres 
respectively. 

Currently EPA and F&W are 
insisting that the turn-around 
loop be reduced to 300 feet. 
WMATA had earlier expressed 
concern that a 300-foot radius 
would increase the likelihood of 
train derailment. Reportedly, doc¬ 
umentation to support this view 
has not been conclusive. Corps 
spokesperson Bob Cook told the 
News Review that the permit 
to fill the wetlands is still being 
evaluated and that “we expect 
to render a decision some time 
in August.” 

The Corps, EPA, F&W and 
other appropriate agencies are 
also reviewing WMATA's con¬ 
ceptual mitigation plan for re¬ 
placing disturbed wetlands. Three 
sites have been identified for 
creating new wetlands—two on 
BARC property and the third on 
the Patuxent Wildlife Refuge, 
In accordance with Corps of En¬ 
gineers regulations, each acre of 
wetlands ultimately used will be 
replaced with two acres.

Repent at Leisure 

In response to the News Re¬ 
view editorial, “Decision Making 
Time,” there is a compelling rea¬ 
son not to turn over the North 
End School property to the 
School Board. A significant num¬ 
ber of citizens, even a City Coun¬ 
cil member, think there are too 
many unresolved issues and un¬ 
answered questions. For example, 
will there be a stormwater re¬ 
tention pond? If the answer is 
yes, what impact will it have on 
ithe environment? Once this prop¬ 
erty is relinquished, Greenbelt 
will have no say or control over 
what goes on. 

It is true that the voters chose 
to build a new school—but it was 
slated to be a two-story building, 
not a one-story one. It is also 
important to note that the pro¬ 
school “majority” vote was a 
slim margin of approximately 70 
votes. Some of those voters have 
stated they wouldn’t have voted 
for the school at all, had they 
any inkling of the present state 
of affairs. 

Supporters of the one-story 
school have not adequately jus¬ 
tified their position that it is 
better from a safety or educa¬ 
tional standpoint. Are they im¬ 
plying that children can learn 
in a one-story building but not 
in a two-story one ? I always 
thought that the support and in¬ 
volvement of parents, the com¬ 
mitment of the teachers, and the 
quality of their teaching and the 
curriculum were the critical fac¬ 
tors in learning, not the number 
of stories in a building. 

Not one of the standing-room- 
only crowd objected to “the best 
possible school we can get for 
our children,” but “best” is in 
the mind of the beholder. The 
consensus of the citizens at the 
meeting is that sooner is not 
better, that a decision made in 
haste will be repented in leisure. 
The amount of time spent thus 
far is not a valid argument for 
closing the deal, especially when 
the amount of factual informa¬ 
tion is unsatisfactory to so many 
people. 

Since the loss of state funding 
and the new school is “remote” 
as stated in the editorial, what’s 
wrong with investing a little 
more time, thought and careful 
planning in this project? Many 
citizens believe that our belt of 
green has been compromised 
enough and that no project 
should receive our blessing until 
the environment is taken into 
account In light of Mrs. Brain's 
query about citizens being against 
progress, we all need to re¬ 
evaluate the accepted notions of 
progress, particularly if they 


continue to be synonymous with 
the destruction of our environ¬ 
ment, our green space and con¬ 
sequently the quality of our 
lives. 

Surely the citizens of Green- 
belt, the City Council and the 
School Board can plan a school 
that will meet the needs of the 
teachers and the students and 
not adversely affect the neigh¬ 
borhood or threaten our precious 
remaining green space.

On July 13 customers at Best 
Products helped apprehend a 
would-be robber: A cashier open¬ 
ed her cash drawer while ringing 
up a sale and a man reached 
across the counter and grabbed 
a large amount of cash and fled.

consider the option, as well as 
some kind of filtration system. 

As part of the city's agree¬ 
ment, the applicant will also give 
the city control over all new ex¬ 
terior signs within the office 
park pending “final non-appeal- 
able approval of the detailed site 
plan.” On this basis council 
voted to approve the new pro¬ 
posal by a vote of four to one, 
with Bram opposed. 

Earlier in the evening coun¬ 
cil passed a resolution to pur¬ 
chase 23 London plane trees, two 
Sophora japonica trees and one 
Douglas fir tree from Halka Nur¬ 
series of Englishtown, New Jer¬ 
sey. This supplier had been rec¬ 
ommended bv the 
scaping consultants, Coffin & 
Coffin. The cost of the trees is 


$11,600 plus shipping charges, a 
price quoted a year ago by the 
nursery and which they have 
agreed to adhere to. 

The plane trees, a variety of 
sycamore, will be set in 8' by 8' 
wells, with underground drainage 
and irrigation. The Douglas fir 
will be planted near the Municipal 
Building as a holiday tree, once 
the roadway into the parking 
area has been realigned. 

Council also passed a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing purchase of nine 
street light poles and eight or¬ 
namental bollards to be installed 
along Centerway in connection 
with the renovation of the side¬ 
walk area. These will be pur¬ 
chased from Chesapeake Light¬ 
ing Associates of Laurel, the only 
distributor for this product, at 
a cost of $35,865.

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Multivision Skips CFG Forum, 
Cable’s Potential Subject ol Talk

Customer dissatisfaction 
with Multivision’s service 
and rate increases, the po¬ 
tential problem of aircraft 
interference by cable sys¬ 
tems and the advent of ad¬ 
vanced cable technology 
were the focus of the Citi¬ 
zens For Greenbelt meeting 
on June 27 at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. 

Mark Jennings, vice president 
and general manager of Multi- 
Vision, was to have appeared on 
a panel with cable pioneer Vic¬ 
tor Nicholson. However, he later 
informed CFG that he could not 
attend. 

A major concern of the audi¬ 
ence was with frustration over 
customer service and increasing 
rates, exacerbated by the recent 
monthly charge of $1.95 for the 
cable guide magazine. 

Both Nicholson and Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld explained that the 
U.S. Cable Act of 1984 prohibited 
any rate regulation by city or 
county officials. 

(Jeannine A versa reported in 
Multichannel News, July 2, 1990, 
that the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives is considering legisla¬ 
tion permitting the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission to regu¬ 
late some cable rates.) 

Nicholson, who as a county 
staff engineer, supervised the 
Storer and Metro vision installa¬ 
tion in 1982 of a dual cable sys¬ 
tem in Prince Georges County, 
noted that in 1986 Storer, which 
had won the northern franchise, 
sold the cable system to Prime 
Cable for roughly the installation 
cost of $1500 per subscriber. 
However, in 1989, MultiVision 
purchased the system for $198 
million or almost $2800 per sub¬ 
scriber. Because of this high pur¬ 
chase price, he said, MultiVision 
needed to enlarge its subscriber 
base and raise rates to increase 
cash flow. The number of sub¬ 
scribers rose from 73.000 to 80,- 
000 but income from premium 
services decreased, resulting in a 
$5.8 million loss for the first 
quarter of 1990. Obviously, Nich¬ 
olson observed, MultiVision must 


CLI 

Nicholson called attention to 
the serious problem of Cumula¬ 
tive Signal Leakage (CLI) which 
involves cable systems transmit¬ 
ting up to 34 television channels 
in frequency spectra assigned to 
aircraft for navigation, communi¬ 
cation and emergencies. The FAA 
insists this spectra be forbidden 
to cable systems. In response, the 
FCC issued strong regulations 
that went into effect July 1, 
1990, requiring cable systems to 
prove compliance. Anv system 
not complying can be fined $20,- 
000 per day and must remove 
from the system all channels in 
the aircraft bands. 

Greenbelters, Nicholson said, 
are entitled to see the results of 
the latest CLI tests nrepared for 
the FCC by MiultiVision and Mid- 
Atlantic (for Springbill Lake). 
The courtv cable com mission has 
ordered MultiVision and Metro- 
vision to submit copies of the 
test results. 

Using this city as an examnle 
in what be called “A Vision for 
Greenbelt,” Nicholson described 
how one year’s income from the 
5% annual franchise fee paid to 
the city by MnVMVision — about 
$70,000 — could cover the ex¬ 
pense of a low cost 12 channel 
cable throughout the city. At a 
charge of $3 per month ner sub¬ 
scriber, the svstem could deliver 
the four television networks. ™iK. 
lie broadcasting and city pro¬ 
grams, as well as public and <rov- 
ernmental access. Even neighbor¬ 
hood security and electronic de¬ 
livery of the Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view would be possible on this 
system, he said. 

Nicholson believes that cable 
can provide much more than en¬ 
tertainment. With two-way elec¬ 
tronic communication it can also 
address society’s social, medical, 
educational and commercial needs, 
he said. 

Nicholson’s patented BUSS 
switched system has a two-way 
design and programs-on-demand 
feature which makes enhanced 
services available for commercial, 
medical, educational and govern¬ 
mental use. A major benefit 
would be the protection of the 
environment through the sys¬ 
tem’s capability for telecommut- 
find major new sources of reve- ing and video interconnection of 
nue. commercial and governmental of-

fice buildings and local institu¬ 
tions. 

As President Bush pointed out 
in a recent speech: . . if only 

5% of the commuters in Los 
Angeles County telecommuted 
one day each week, they’d save 
205 million miles of travel each 
year—and keep 47,000 tons of 
pollutants from entering the 
atmosphere.” 

The BUSS capability makes pos¬ 
sible the dimension of vision 
comparable to a face-to-face 
meeting, Nicholson said. From 
home, it provides the visual link 
for meetings, employee-man¬ 
agement interaction, product dem¬ 
onstrations or contract review. 
It can deliver computer (Ma at 
a rate several magnitudes faster 
than telephone lines. 

Nicholson showed how Martin 
Marietta Corporation could inter¬ 
connect its lar^e Canitol Office 
Park branch w^tb tbp firm’*: be**. 
quarters in Montgomery County 
and with other area branches. 

The corporate headquarters of 
Coakley & Williams in Green- 
belt’s Maryland Trade Center 
Park could conduct business with 
governmental agencies in TTrmor 
Marlboro and with architectural 
firms. Managers could even vis¬ 
ually monitor on-site project con¬ 
struction from their offices. 

Transporting electrons rather 
than people in automobiles would 
reduce the pressure for Outer 
Otways and the Inter-county 
Connector, which, if built, would 
only generate more development, 
gridlock and nol-lntion. “Society 
deserves better,” Nicholson said.. 

Two-way video between sub¬ 
scribers could be used for house¬ 
hold security services, access to 
medical information and a myriad 
of other special services. It could 
also improve the care and life¬ 
style of the elderly in retirement 
complexes and nursing homes. 

In Greenbelt Nursing Center, 
for example, patients could ob¬ 
serve events throughout the city 
or visually meet with other pa¬ 
tients at the center or friends 
and relatives in the county. The 
bedridden elderly and latch-key 
children could be remotely moni¬ 


tored, disabled students partici¬ 
pate in classes from home, and 
disabled adults trained and em¬ 
ployed at home. 

To bring this vision to fruition, 
Nicholson concluded, “it seems 
reasonable for the government 
to divert a portion of the billions 
of dollars allocated for highway 
construction to accelerate the 
building of electronic pathways 
for telecommuting and social ser¬ 
vices.” 

Audience Reaction 

County council member Richard 
Castaldi asked whether the BTT Q S 
switched system could solve the 
CLI problem. Nicholson explained 
that it could because BUSS de¬ 
livers all existing programs with¬ 


out using any of the aircraft 
spectra. Therefore, there would 
be no interference or loss of pro¬ 
gramming to subscribers. 

State Delegate Joan Pitkin 
questioned whether telephone de¬ 
regulation would help reduce ex¬ 
cessive cable rate increases. In 
response, Nicholson said competi¬ 
tion by either cable or telephone 
companies could reduce rates and 
increase services. Earlier he noted 
that “99% of cable systems in 
our country are de-facto mon¬ 
opolies but where competition 
does occur, rates are reduced.”

Hello Again ! ! 

Another little a/c conditioning problem that we see a lot of 
is evaporator drain back. This happens when the a/c system is 
under normal operation. The evaporator condenses the air around 
it and water is given off, same principle as your glass of ice tea 
sweating all over your table leaving rings. But anyway, in an 
automobile, this condition has to be controlled. Where the evapor¬ 
ator is encased there is a little hole or rubber tube that lets the 
water drain outside of your vehicle. After a period of time, these 
openings become clogged with leaves, dirt or even become blocked 
by the carpet. Without being able to discharge its condensed 
water, the passenger compartment will flood with water or even 
spit moisture out at you from the a/c ducts. If you noticed clear 
water dripping from your vehicle just around the passenger side 
area, this is more than likely the evaporator drain back doing its 
job. If you suspect or have a wet floor area or soggy carpet or 
even a musty smelt this is the first thing to check, to see if the 
drains are blocked or attached.
